This attitude is commendable,

Veterans and servicemen; with 
G.I. life insurance policies is- 
sued during the World War I and 
World War II periods will receive 
some. $2G4-million in dividends in 
1970. ' ' '■' • 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs Donald E. Johnson; in ap- 
proving .the. dividends, said; 1970 
payments will be $20 million more 
than last year.: 

1 The payments will go -to 4,- 
191,200 holders of V, S. Govern- 
ment Life Insurance (USGLD 
and National Service Life Insur- 
ance (NSLD. ■ USGLI was issued 
during the World War I era and 
RSL1 during World War II.. 

The VA chief -said the increase 
in dividends was made possible 
because of larger interest earn- 
ings in the two funds, and that 
payments will be made through- 
out 1970 on the anniversary 
dates of the policies. 
•According to Johnson, 173,200 
USGLI policy . holders .will .re^ 
celve $20 million in dividends, av- 
eraging a little more than $115 
per policy. In 1969, the average 
was about $97. NSLI policy hold- 
ers number 4,018.000, and they 
will receive $244 million in divi- 
dends averaging nearly $6t each,. 
compared to $53 in I960. 

Johnson explained that since 
the dividend on each policy de- 
pends on the. plan bf Insurance, 
age bf the insured, age of tho 
policy, and. Its face value; individ- 
ual payments 'will range from a 
few dollars to hundreds of dollars. 
He stressed that since the cash 
payments will be automatic, 
there is no need- to write, to the 
VA to receive them/ The only 
exception. ls» where the service- 
man or veteran has indicated to 
the VA another disposition of His 
dividends; . '■ n; 

It was also pointed 'out that 
dividends will not be paid on poli- 
cies terminated by death or sur- 
render, since these dividends are 
ordinarily paid at that time.

In August, the Mao personality 
cult, the little red book, the Mao 
button and other artifacts are 
always in evidence, even in Hong 
Kong. (There are many commun- 
ist-owned and operated -stores in 
Hong Kong. 

From* the best I could deter- 
mine, a degree of stability has 
at last been restored to the main- 
land. Economic growth, after 
suffering a severe setback with 
"The Great Leap Forward" has 
started back up again. During 
the Ninth Party Congress held 
last April in Peking— the first 
such Congress since 1955— Lin 
Piao was named heir apparent to 
Mao. He successfully eliminated 
many of those who oppose*! .him 
but the party showed evidence of 
being shaken up and damaged. 

The attacks against the em- 
bassies in Peking, committed in 
1967 have subsided and China has 
stepped up , its representation 
abroad from one envoy of am- 
bassadorial rank in Cairo a few 
years ago, to IB ambassadors to- 
day. There has been no com- 
ment from Peking on President 
Nixon's initiative in removing 
travel' restrictions for Congress- 
men, journalists, doctors and 
students who wish to go to China. 



The Chinese apparently are not 
now interested in any Americans 
visiting ' China. However, they 
denounced President- Nixon's trip 
to Asia while ignoring Secretary 
Rogers' trip. In the Ninth Party 
meeting, the Chinese communists 
condemned, the Soviet Union and 
the United States. by name as 
enemy forces that would have to 
be overcome. ''Nonetheless, I 
leeL we should continue taking 
new initiatives. In trying to. re- 
move a nation of- 750,000,000 -peo- 
ple* from an "outlaw" qondltloni 
Outlaws are dangerous. 

There, is less hard evidence on 
which to base population esti- 
mates for Communist China than 
any other .major- nation in the 
world.' Ranges in estimates vary 
by as much as a hundred, million 
people, though, it is agreed that 
the annual population Increase 
must be well over. 15 'million 
people. 

Over 20 per cent of the popula- 
tion continues to live in provinces 
that lack outside rail links, on <\ 
evidence seems to indicate that 
the actual size of the economy 
today,-to. support the much lar fler 
population than a decade ago, Is 
not much above that" level. There 
is no clear evidence that China's 
present leaders really have' the 
capability to develop an economic 
system that will remove the ob- 
stacles to effective use of re- 
sources that have been encoun- 
tered to date. 

In view of China's •- internal 
problems, the lack of economic 
development, the unstable politi- 
cal hierarchy, the deep and bit- 
ter animosity with .the Soviet 
■Union, the forces on the Sirio- 
Sovlet _border. jtjsjiard to see 
why United States should scut- 
tle much-needed domestic pro- 
grams and distorFdcfcnse appro- 
pri ations to overly respond to the 
"Yellow Peril." It is said that 
China wants to take over South- 
east Asia because these "bread- 
basket" countries would help feed 
its hungry masses. But China r s 
leaders arc now also aware that 
agricultural productivity requires 
individual productivity. This has 
been lacking in China proper, 
and it could easily be destroyed 
in such countries as Burma and 
Thailand and thus turning them 
from export-producing to import- 
requiring natipns^from the stand- 
point of food . supplies. Red 7 China 
could have taken oyer Burma 
years ago when Burma was weak 
and unstable, yet chose not to iio 
so. Thailand does not seem 
overly concerned, and. North VieU 
namese nationalism seems suf re- 
cently strong to prevent any 
Chinese attempt to take over even 
their war- effort, 

For its part, the Soviet Union 
knows well the location of all 
Chinese nuclear installations that 
would heed to be taken out and 
they are within easy reach of 
their bombers, After all, the 
Russians helped build these -fa- 
cilities! But the Russians arc 
not irrational either.' As viewed 



from Hong Kong, the possibility 
of an all-out war between Russia 
and . Chlnehis considered highly 
.remote: ' 

: It is true that Cliina has chosen. 
to put a large part of its technical 
effort into the development of ad- 
vanced missllo systems at the 
expense of some industrial eco- 
nomic development. But there is 
no evidence that they have de- 
ployed or even 'tested an ICBM 
and no evidence that they; have 
deployed any quantities of Inter- 
mediate missiles, thoughj^thoy 
Have tested some. The setback in 
education over' the past several 
years and the virtual closing of 
the colleges and universities wilt 
undoubtedly retard China's capa- 
bility for maintaining and sustain- 
ing the necessary basic research 
and development for "Uibse proj- 
ect's. ■'■ ,-■ ■-;' >* . 
WlhhvHong Kong itself, there 
is grave concern about the future. 
Visiting the border, wo could 
easily visualize a dozen different 
ways that 1,000 refugees a *day 
could cross the lines. In 1967, 
during the Communist riots, land 
values_and sto ck market values 
plummeted. But memories -are 
short and as more normal condi- 
tions returned, prices rose quick- 
ly. Those who have looked at 
Hong Kong over a long time and 
have watched the British gradual- 
ly pull all their forces "east of 
Suez" — with the exception of 
Hong Kong— wonder whether the 
British will, remain for the 28 
years still pending on the Hong 
Kong lease with China. 
' Hong Kong is beset with prob- 
lems. Daily, the newspapers 
scream, of assault, rape, atroci- 
ties, robberies and murder. When 
will the limit be reached as to 
h ow m any people can be absorb- 
ed? And" yet~how~could the 
British give up a colony that 
seems to have an inexhaustible 
vitality where the past meets the 
present ■- and _somchow_ seems to 
survive and thrive. So long as it 
continues to serve the interests of 
the West as -well as the East, 
chances are reasonably good it 
will continue to grow and prosper.

: Bufc'serious. restrictions rest on 
.the backs of townships and coun- 
ties. It was only until recently 
that township government : in Il- 
linois was i permitted to help 
youth, and -to assist in controlling 
juvenile delinquency. It is re- 
stricted in many areas of health 
service, and can do relatively lit- 
tle In educational pursuits. It i a 
constantly and literally harrasscd 
on tax matters. 

Among the advantages of the 
home rule concept of govern - 
ment, one which is generally list- 
ed last is perhaps most important 
of them all. This is that home 



rule permits the. people to have 
a greater voice in the determina- 
tion of local governmental struc- 
tures, policies and practices. - 

The Illinois Constitution of 1848 
gave-the people of the state the 
right to determine whether or hot 
they* wanted township govern • 
ment \ structured ' into local gov- 
ernment. The Constitution of 1870 
confirmed, this right. - . * 

This type of constitutional pro; 
vision,, is ..basic, Jn^efflr.m.big,, ind 
maintaining home rule in -govern* 
ment: That the people, within a 
locality select, the right to choose 
their form of government. And 
that no existing form of govern- 
ment) such as townships, be writ- 
ten out of a county governmental 
structure without \ the consent of 
the people: 

Conversely, no form of govern- 
ment, such as Metro Plan, should 
be written into a- constitution, 
without giving the people an ex- 
press right to decide whether or 
not they want such government. 

Another interesting condition 
exists in the State of Illinois .— 
and throughout the nation — re- 
lated to the United States Su- 
preme Ckijrt ruling on the one- 
man, one-vote concept. This says 
that representation within any 
governmental unit must bo es- 
tablished in proportion to the 
population,. 

, in 1069, th6 Illinois state legis- 
lature passed a law to restruc- 
ture county governments where 
township supervisors have served 
as county board members. This 
historical system did not sub- 
scribe to the equal representation 
concept, so it must be changed. 
The 1969 law gives counties a de- 
gree of home rule rights in the 
determination of new county 
board structure, but it provides 
for no option of maintaining what 
has been a desirable, and effec- 
tive inter • relationship 'between 
counties and townships. 

Should .not a_ consistent homo 
rule concept allow options -within 
counties? Should not, the people 
of the area not only be given the 
one-man, one-vote privilege, but 
also a right to decide how they 
want to apply it? 

Or, 'should government tell the 
people what they must do — or 
not do? 

-'■ That Is not home rule. Nor Is 
-It consent of the governed. Nor is 
it government of the people.
